In his eloquent explanation and do- 
fenco of the railway policy of the Cana- 
dian Government, more particularly iu 
ita boiu-iug on British Columbias inter- 
oifa,,Earl DuflVriu declared in a veiy em- 
phatic maimer that "Canada hud u«eJ 
duo diligoncu, yes, more than due dili- 
gence in her ;ksiro to. comply vritli that 
section (relating to'aii'rw.vs) of 'tli'o Car- 
niu voh Terms," uddinpr, "The chief en- 
gineer himself haa told mo that Mr.Maok- 
enzie had given him a car/e blanche in the 
matter, ho anxious whb ho to have the 
route detormiiiod without delay; and that 
the mountains were already as full of as 
mansy^.tl\©0<iqlit9?, t^pd saiT'PJors aa they 
could nol3." 1 A person absent from the 
scone of '(rtir*eyic'§- operations in British 
Columbia might oe exonSed'-rfwe he'tp 
make the nssortion that the surveys were 
Lot being vigorouslv proBocut<'d. But 
for ono reniding at tho chief theatre of 
orgiuii/.ationand supply to make thatasBor- 
tiou displays eitii'ir l»>jieiiitabie ignorance 
or a desire to wilfully misrepresent.

parties represent an aggroguto, including 
the 'engineers, of 300 men, and not a 
O&inamau amongst l) em. Of these SOU 
men at least tbroe-fourtha entered the 
service Bt Victoria. The great advantage 
the surveys have been to the laboring 
classes in tbe employment of so many of 
their number will bo readily understood. 
In tho cqnipineut and supply of tLioso 
parties thoio has beeu expended for the 
first nine months of the current yearup- 
wards of 3200,000, and it is estimated 
that the total espendituro for the 
year ending tho Slst of Uecc-m- 
l)er next, (by which date the parties will 
probably ImVe completed their task) will 
rcucli j;36U,000. This is a very large hum 
of money to let loose among a com- 
munity of U.OOO or 15,000 white 
persons. Every trade represented horo 
has derived -beneiit from the expen- 
diture; and a suspeasion of tlio service 
would make a very .aenaible , decreas-a in 
the vohime o^ l^tisioesd.

through the ftcoonnts for' 1875 we find 
that tho following professions and 
trades have shared directly in sur- 
vey expenditure: Clcthiers, drapers, 
butchers, tinsmiths, stove and hardware 
dealers, ijriDters, carpenters, hotel-keoi^- 
ers, furniture dealers, physicians, steam- 
bo^^.,pj»pk,(jrB, Btaige-ownere, .jgrowra,, 
Ijrovision-diBalei-s, coffee'-Krinders, ' Boot' 
and shoe dealers, stationers, blacksmiths, 
etc., etc. This, remember, from tho direct 
expenditure. Wo have no account of tho 
i;i(jfi)'ef^ advantages arising from tbe con- 
stant employment of 300 men in the Pro 
vince at good wages, but the benefit to 
tr&der^mtiBt be Very great.' Wb" aroutold 
^'to despise not the, day of small ' tbingB;" 
and tho man who would turn up his nose 
at Dominion t.\])Liiditare on tho snrveys 
in this* i'rovince would bo scarcely com- 
petent to judge of tho value that Confed- 
eration has been to British Columbia. Of 
course w(! know very well that sometliiiig 
more tangible than surveys was promis- 
ed under Confederation; but none will 
^eny that fcurVoyo mtiot:preoodo roil-way 
nonstruction, and that until a prapticable 
route shall have been located actual work 
cannot bo commeiced. Wo indulge iu 
tho hojio that tho ensuing year will see 
the commonnoment of railway work. But 
wlietlier that hope bo realized or not, 
the ligures given above amply support 
Earl Duirerin's asaertion that Canada has 
•TTise^Tdne diligence, aye, more than duo 
di^geuce iii jmshing on the surveys.

Mr. Mackenzie 
retJeiv'ed' ari' Gnthusinstic ovation. 
After a'few prefatory remarks, bo said: 
See vi'liat Sir John Macdonald did 
iu tho making of i\ foolish bargain 
witli i3riti.sh Columbia. All parties 
were auxions to bring in British 
Columbia. So anxious was ho (Mr. 
Mackenzie) to see that done that he 
felt willinj^ to go beyond wlm', miglit 
under ordinary ciroumstauces ho 
termed reasonable bounds. Ho be- 
lieved that all BfifiSh America ought 
to be under the Canadian flag, and 
felt glnd at the prospect of having all 
tbe territory united to march together 
tow.ird tho enjoyment of that pronper- 
ity which Canada is destined to enjoy. 
He pointed out in 1871 that the 
extravagant terms of the Government 
qf that day ought not to bo sanctioneci, 
since it would bo iiupo.ssible to carry 
them out, and a {.iovenimont or a 
Luunicipalitj- ought ahvuvH toeiiJoaver 
to carrj- out whatever was proinised by 
voteaudseal. Tho Columbians asked 
for a waggon roiul, then the survey of 
railway route, tind when that, survey 
was completed, that thou Canada 
should spend not less tliau .fl ,UUO,000 
per year in building a railway. Sir 
.fohu Macdcinald pralicnlly replied, 
"You do not aslc enough. Wo will 
conipioiu thu .survey iu two years and 
havo the rails laid iu ten." There i.y 
not a man in his so uses who does not 
know that what was then promised 
could not be accoiuplished. He (Mr. 
Mackenzie) went to Sir George Cartier 
aud begged him not to place such an 
Act on the statute book. So great an 
opposition was raised that the tio . ern- 
nifint found it difficult to carry their 
terms through Parliameui. 
ed to be a deliberate purpose to 
purchase the political sup})ort of all 
tho outlying Proviuccs, no matter how 
much luouoy it cost. Uulcss tho 
MiuiBtors of tho day wore motiveless 
as idiots, that must have been their 
motive. When the Reformers assumed 
ofiice, those terms were already broken.

Yet 
now somo of those Columbians say it 
was all Mackenzie's fault; that Mac- 
donald could do no wrong. Ono 
gentleman from the Pacific said tho 
other day that he did not cnro how 
loDg the railway was iu building if 
only Sir John Macdonald was in 
power.; No Government ever existed 
that entered qftice beset by greater 
(lifhculties, or that overcame them 
with greater fioillty. * * * 
air John Macdonald is tha leader of 
the Conservative party, and therefore 
occupies a high jjo.sitiou. Out of 
deep respect for that position Mr. 
Mackenzie felt compelled to notice 
rtomo of his speeches. In one speech 
he say.-^ that Mr. M.nckenzie, Mr. 
Cartwright and Mr. Bli^'io wore able 
men, but elsewhere and often ho 
speaks in depreciatory terms of them. 
Mr, Macdougall said the other duy 
that it was quite im])08.sible for a man 
v.-ho l.'ad earnoil his bread with his 
own liaiids to bL-come lit for tlio ollico 
of Premier of Canada.

I\Iacku'tizi(t 
con.sidi rcil all Canadians gontloniiMi , 
unles.s they forfeitoii thit ni.'.tinclioii 
by misconduct. Sir JoIju calls his 
party distinctively the parly of gentle- 
men. He, however, appears as the 
justilier of a great crime. In 1871 tho 
l)uil!lin;; uf tho railway was jjiovidod 
for by l('gi-,lati(;u. Senator .Mi-Phcr- 
son and Sir Hugh Ailau became rivul.s 
for the contract.

The 
money security, was given up and Parliu- 
inont v/as informed that tho aobonio ocnild 
not 1)0 carried out. Ho might aa well say 
now that it could have been built with 
810,000,000 as with thirty. Tho company 
could not get a dollar iu England, and 
they came back with their thumbs in their 
moutbs, the whole aoheme having llatten- 
ed out.

lie (Maekonzio) was anxious to got tho 
road built, but ho was not willing to over- 
whelm tlio country wilh debt, and ho 
won't do it.

This was assented to by tho Pro- 
vince, and a bill to build tho Island Head 
was drawn up and carried through the 
CommooBwith di^oulty.j J Manj'ijij^erats- 
thonght it was too much td undertake.

Campbell and Aikens, iSir John's collea- 
gues, who coinmaud a majority in tho 
bi'uate, defeated it. So the entire agree- 
ment could not be carried out, Then tho

Tho Government has prosecuted the 
surveys with tho greatest diligence. Tho 
(Migineering cost of a dilllcnlt work ordi- 
narily averages .oDO jier mile, and on 
this work ou\\ SLliOO per mile liavo been 
expended. It is not done yet. ISeveral 
parties have been kept womu^'s/douiCheti 
Uocky Mountains dtiring tho last two 
wiuters.

Locomotivoa woro bought, 
at the Elingston works, thoughv a tender 
considerably less cnmo from tho Uniiod 
Sta^s. Tho G overninout considered that 
tho~dutv on parts of the looomotives 
made ot Kingston camo into the treasury, 
and.ao thoso duties were refunded and 
work giv(,'n to the Kingston -works to tho 
extent of their capacity. So iu tlio mat 
tor of militia clotliing, $75,00!} a year is 
now spent in Canada that u.^.cd to bu sent 
oil' to England without a question^ 'These 
are practical tests of the friendliness of 
tho Government to home manufuuturers.

With 
all the exijcdition possible, he has only 
got.between 0,000 and 7,000 tons to Red 
Eiver. wlicru more than that (pi.uitity uro 
wanted. li the road hud gone ou in Van- 
convor as was inteuiied, there would not 
be enough rails there yet. llo (Mr.

Visit of American Indians. 

By tho American steamer Greece, which 
arrived on Monday morning, a party of 
specially interesting visitors Vflre brought 
to our shores under tho conduotorsbip of 
Captain Charles Edward Stewart IMLaodon- 
ald, commander of tho Sau Francisbo Ca- 
dets, a military coiupin'y bearing a high 
reputation in California and other of tlio 
Uniiud States for their soldierly qualities 
and tho admirable completeness and pre- 
cision of their sy.stom of military drill and 
training, of which Captain Maodonald is 
tho inventor. . This gentleman who brings 
with him to England loiters of introduc- 
tion and dommeudution from the highest 
ollloials in California, has formed an idea 
of utilizing tho Hod Indian instead of 
killing him oil' tho face of tho lands ol 
which ho has been practically despoiled 
by tho white sottier. An intimate ao- 
ipuiiutanco with tho various tribes has led 
Captain i\Iacdonald to beliovo that thoro 
are certain good ([ualitios in tho Indian 
which which are lost sight of, or lU'c un- 
known to the politicians who regard him 
from tho ])oint of view set by ArtomuH 
Ward— as -simple "pijon." lu this Violief 
he collected a party of tiioux and mem- 
bers of British Columbia tribes, whom he 
oarefnlly trained with tho purpose of 
showing their aptitude for acquiring a 
high degree of militai'v organisation ami 
otlh iency. After exhibiting tho band in 
Caliliirnia ho took it to Philadelphia, ami 
afterwards to New York, in hopes of de- 
monstrating to tho ClovernuKuit that iu 
the Bed Indian they have oxcellout iuiit<M- 
iiil t J their bund for tho formatieii of ivn 
army. Many of tho State oflicials wore 
aston: died at^the skill aqd-disoiplina dis- 
playeil by the reclaimed savages.- Uufor- 
tuuately, at tho very tinui when this im- 
])re3.Hion v/a.s being made upon men of iu- 
ilueiice in Now York and olsowhcre, thu 
Haiiguiuary collision between tho Sioux 
and GfUeral Custer's force took place, and 
a popular outcry was raised against Cap- 
tain Maodotiald's little'band,>who', it was 
declared, ho' hr.d brought from their na- 
tive lands to learn the use of arms and tn 
f,'ather information witli the iutontion of 
turning their aciiuiremeuts against the 
Amoricau people. In this prc.'dicaineut 
he dotermiuod to suikI home a con-ntlera- 
ble portion o£ tho party and to vi-it Kng- 
lond with t|^s rsmain^fer, . still with th o 
view of demonstraling^Ub adaptability of 
these savages to tho new condition of 
tliint;s in which tUey are placed, if only 
the right coui'sn be adojitod in dealing 
with them. During their visit to this 
country their skill in tho use of military 
weapons and their doidlity under com- 
maud will lie publicly displayed. Xo idea 
of pecuniary gain la eutortiiiued by Cup 
tain Macdonald in exhibiting the band, 
and whatever money may be given will 
regarded Hiiuply as a present to tho In- 
dians.

your Province may lead to tho discus.sion 
of Kuoh matters as are in coutroversy bo- 
tweiiii yourself and tho Canadian Govern- 
ment in a tfemperato,* friendly and*" amica- 
ble spirit. 

I regret to Joarn that the farming in- 
dustry of your district does not find itself 
in as advaulageouH circuuistances as its 
friends might dosiro; but I cannot but 
admire tho ouorgy and industry with 
which you have encountered those initial 
diflioulties'which oro so liable to besot 
tho farmer iu a now country. 

My long experience with railroad affairs 
at homo has made me aware that the geo- 
grajihieal location of a line of Railway al-" 
most inovitidily ongonders strong differ 
onccK of o[)iiiion iu different localitio.s. I 
am therefore tho loss surprised to learn 
that yon and tho inhabitants of New West- 
miuster, and other communities of tho 
I\Iainland who have aildre'jsed me on the 
subjeet, should not regard the /'iKtaoi^i&d 
and lilsciuinialt Kailway as possessed of 
that vital importance whioh is attaohod 
to it by tho people of Victoria. 

The Caniuliaii Govorumcnt, howovor, 
having pledged thoniaelves to its con- 
htiuction, felt b jund to fulfil thoir en- 
gagement. Having been frustrated iu 
this intonnon by the aotion of an inde- 
pendent branch of the Legislature, I 
s.houhl have thought that tho best course 
would have been for tho two Govornmon's 
to have agret'd upon tho substitution of 
soiiK^ pecuniary (.'(luivalcnt, to bo dispos- 
ed of under such conditions as should im- 
mediately Bubaervo the interests of the 
I'rovince and prpve ultimately advantu- 
gooua to-thfe'Dopiinion. ~"
